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New N. R. A. Postage Stamp 


Ready On or Before August 15th 
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LEY announced today that one 
of President Roosevelt’s last of- 
ficial acts before leaving Wash- 
ington for his Hyde Park vaca- 
tion was to approve a model for a 
special postage stamp to assist in 
arousing the support of the Nation 
in the National Recovery Act drive. 

The new stamp, which is to be 
known as the N. R. A. Emergency 
Postage Stamp, will have as its cent- 
ral subject the figures of a farmer, a 
business man, an industrial worker 
and a female employee, typifying 
American industry as they walk hand 
in hand in a common determination. 
The stamp will be of regulation size 
(.75 by .87 inches) and at the top of 
the stamp appear the words: “U. S. 
Postage”; to the left of these words: 
“Three Cents” and in the lower left 
hand corner, an Arabic numeral three. 
In distinctive lettering to the left of 
the central group will appear the let- 
ters: “N. R. A.” The color of the 
stamp will be the regular three-cent 
purple. 

In order that the stamp may be 
ready for sale at the earliest possible 
date, Postmaster General Farley has 
requested Alvin W. Hall, Director of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
to expedite the engraving and printing 
of the stamp in every possible way. 
In preparing the design for the new 
stamp, the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing broke all existing records so 
that it might be submitted to the Pres- 
ident before he departed from Wash- 
ington. 

The Director of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, has promised 
that by working overtime on the en- 
graving and printing of the stamp, 
it will be ready for sale on or about 
August 15, possibly before. It is pro- 
posed to first offer these stamps for 
sale at the Post Office at Washington, 
immediately following which they will 
be placed on sale at Post Offices

NNOUNCEMENT of the issu- 
ance by the Post Office De- 
partment of a special five- 
cent stamp in commemora- 
tion of the 150th anniversary 

of the admission to American Citizen- 
ship of General Thaddeus Kosciuszko, 
Polish patriot of Revolutionary War 
fame, was announced today by Post- 
master General Farley in a telegram 
to John Romaszkiewicz, president of 
the Polish National Alliance of Amer- 
ica, at his Chicago headquarters. 

It is planned to place these Kos- 
ciuszko stamps on sale at Chicago, 
Detroit and Boston on October 18 and 
at other post offices throughout the 
country the following day. 

In his message to Romaszkiewicz on 
this day when the Polish people of 
America are observing Polish Day at 
A Century of Progress, the Post- 
master General alluded to the issu- 
ance, several years ago, of a special 
stamp in honor of Pulaski, another 
Revolutionary hero, who fell in de- 
fense of the nation at the Battle of 
Savannah. 

The complete text of Farley’s tele- 
gram to the chief executive of the 
Polish National Alliance of America 
follows: 

“On this date when the Polish 
people of America are observing Pol- 
ish Day at A Century of Progress, I 
am most happy to convey my high 
regard for the American citizens of 
Polish extraction. Several years ago 
the Post Office Department honored 
the immortal Casimir Pulaski, who 
fell in defense of our country at the 
Battle of Savannah, by the issuance 
of a special postage stamp to com- 
memorate his career. Today I am 
glad to inform you, and through you, 
the members of the Polish Alliance of 
America, that I have authorized the 
issuance of a special five-cent stamp 
to commemorate the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of admission to 
American citizenship of General 
Thaddeus Kosciuszko. America has 
paid tribute to both these heroes

CANADA—A recent discovery has been 
brought to our attention of a variety on 
Scott’s #110, by Mr. A. Harold Kirkpatrick, 
of Philadelphia, Pa. We shall endeavor to 
describe this variety, so that our readers may 
recognize it, without the aid of a drawing. 
In the earlier printings, the horizontal lines 
in the upper part of the background merely 
stopped at the right, while on the later print- 
ings there shows a vertical line of color along 
the entire right side of this triangle. Whether 
this is a re-cut or a new plate we are unable 
to say, but a check of our own collection 
revealed that it appeared on the 3c in our set 
and not on our copy of the 20c.

New Stamp For Denmark 


From Mr. C. Vesterholt of Aalborg, 
Denmark, comes a letter with samples 
of the new Danish Postage Stamps 
issued July 1st. Mr. Vesterholt states 
that the Danish Government is now 
printing its own postage stamps in 
its own printing office instead of let- 
ting the work on private contract. 

The former issues of Danish stamps 
have been typographed, the new 
stamps are from engraved plates and 
are much more beautiful in appear- 
ance. 





At the present time, only the values 
from 1 to 10 ore have been produced 
by the government office, Scott type 
Al10. Other types and values are ex- 
pected in the near future. 

The new stamps are of the same 
general appearance yet differ in such. 
a manner that they can readily be 
distinguished from the old issue. The 
1 ore value has been changed from 
orange to slate and the 10 ore from 
brown to yellow orange. 

The designs altho similar are read- 
ily distingished from the former print- 
ings. 

The stamps are unwatermarked. 

The small hearts below the lions 
in the upper corners are omitted. 

Double lined ovals around the fig- 
ures of value. 

The new stamps instead of being 
of a solid color appear as a fine 
meshed screen surface over the en- 
tire colored portions of the stamp. 

Mr. Vesterholt also states that three 
different artists have been requested 
to submit new designs for air mail 
stamps.
